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CEOP  PEOSEBCTS 


The  acreage  plc^nbed  to  vrinter  wheat  in  Europe  last  fall 
appears  to  "be  cliglit?.y  in  excess  of  last  year's  acreage;  out  the 
decrease  in  the  United  Gtates  and  Canada  raore  than  offsets  the  in- 
creases in  ilurope.    Hye  a.creage  so  far  as  reported  is  a  little 
larger  tiian  last  year,  bu.t  Cerr.any,  rhich  is  one  of  the  chief  pro- 
ducers, h^s  not  yet  e£tij_ated  the  area  sown. 

Details  as  repor'^ed  in  cable  and  radio  dispatches  fron  the 
InternationaJ  Institute  of  J\gr icult^Ji^e  at  Rome  are  as  follows: 

Canada;    v^inter  T;heat  area  is  no?/  estimated  at  731,000  acres 
compared  with  815,700  acres  harvested  last  year.     'The  present  esti- 
mate is  36,000  a.cres  lv-?ss  than  the  estimate  of  a.rea  so^^n  last  fall 
indicating  an  a-handonnient  of  nearly  5  per  cent.     Condition  is  reported 
at  99  per  cent  of  the  ten  year  average. 

Spain:    There  was  some  flood  aamage  to  cereal  crops  in  the 
minor  producing  regions  but  the  more  iiroortant  regions  report  crops 
in  good  condition. 

Italy:    Condition  of  winter  cereals  is  average. 
Balkan  States:    .Eudgaria  reports  all  crops  in  good  condition. 
Acreage  figures,  which  include  some  spring  so'/n  area,  compared  v/ith 
last  year  are  as  follows:    liineat  2,160,000  aci-es  compared  with 
2,303,000;  rye  361,000  acres  compered  with  425,000;  barley  600,000 
acres  compared  with  544,000;  oats  341,000  acres  compared  with  370,000. 

Czechoslovakia  reports  that  rye  wintered  badly  due  to  intensely 
cold  weather.     Ear  lay  and  oats  are  xn  e::cer-.lent  condition.  Acreage 
figures  compared  with  la.sc  year  are  as  follows:    'n/heat,  1,515,000  acres 
compared  with  1,507,000-  rye  2,125,000  acres  compared  with  2,124,000; 
barley  1,680,000  acres  ccn^avcd  v-ith  1,69'"', 000;  oats  2,083,000  acres 
compared  with  2,081,000  acres  last  year. 
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CROP  PROSPECTS  (Cont'd) 
Y'ogoslavia  reports  winter  cereals  condition  fron  good  to  very 

good. 

Hungary  reports  winter  crops  in  poor  condition  l^ut  in  Austria 
all  are  above  average. 

Northern  E-iorope :     In  Germany  the  condition  of  crops  on  Iviay  1 
was  helow  average  for  wheat,  rye,  and  harley.     The  acreage  planted  to 
winter  cereals  has  not  "been  estimated  hy  the  German  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture.    The  ahandorment  due  to  winter  killing  is  estimated  as  follows: 
"Wheat  5-1/2  per  cent,  spelt  2-1/2  per  cent,  rye  9-l/2  per  cent,  and 
"barley  7  per  cent.     This  is  an  unusually  heavy  ahandoninent  for  Germany. 
In  1923,  ahandonment  due  to  winter  killing  was  less  tlian  1  per  cent  in 
all  cases. 

The  condition  of  all  crops  in  Poland  is  slightly  helow  average. 
Condition  of  wheat  and  rye  in  Lithuania  is  also  helo?/  average. 

In  Belgima  rye  condition  is  average  hut  wheat  is  5  points  helow. 
Yi/eather  h^s  oeen  unfavorable  in  the  Netherlands  and  condition  is  "below 
average . 

Prance  reports  acreage  figures  compared  with  last  year  as  follows: 
VKheat  13,462.000  acres  compared  with  13,656,000;  rye  2,157,000  acres 
compared  with  2,171,000;  harley  1,631,000  acres  conrpared  with  1,745,000; 
and  oats  8,599.000  acres  compared  with  8,545,000  acres. 

British  Isles:    England  and  w'ales  report  winter  cereals  backivard, 
especially  cereals  planted  late.     Rain  in  Ireland  improved  the  cereal 
situation  d^oring  the  latter  part  of  April. 

Condition  of  wheat  and  harley  in  Japan  is  reported  to  he  fairly 

good. 

SPRING  CPJgLA.lS 

With  the  exception  of  the  Ball^an  States,  spring  crops  in  Europe 
are  about  two  v/eeks  late.    April  weather  was  cold  and  rainy  and  field 
work  was  delayed.     Tliough  hacfevard  in  Hungary,  planting  u^as  well  under 
way  on  May  1.     Pield  work  is  progressing  in  Germany  and  meadows  are  in 
average  condition. 

Belgium  and  the  Netherlands  both  report  spring  crops  very  late. 
Yugoslavia,  reports  condition  of  spring  crops  from  good  to  very  good, 
and  Czechoslovairia,  reports  spring  planting  almost  completed. 

Canada  reports  a  late-  spring  throughout  the  country,  and  planting 
is  behind  in  some  of  the  impor bant  provinces.     In  Saskatchewan  only  15 
per  cent  of  the  crop  v/as  seeded  on  },/iay  4  compared  with  18  per  cent  at 
the  some  time  last  year.    Rain  and  snow  are  retarding  field  work.     It  is 
estimated  tha.t  there  will  he  a  10  per  cent  decrease  in  spring  wheat 
acreage  in  this  province.     In  Alberta  only  11  per  cent  'was  seeded  on  I^iay 
4  compared  xvith  51  per  cent  last  year.     No  estimate  of  total  seeding  is 
available .     Spring  wheat  seeded  in  Manitoba  is  the  sar:e  as  last  year. 
Qiiebec  and  the  Atlantic  provinces  had  not  "begun  seeding  on  Lay  1. 
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CROP  EROSHICTS  (COITT'E) 
COTTQIT 

Cotton  soving  in  Egypt  is  almost  finisbsd  and  ferniination  is 
satisfactory,  althoi;.gh  low  temperature  has  dela^^sd  growth,  states  a 
radiogram  received  hy  the  E-orean  of  Jigf icv-ltural  Economics  from  the 
Interna.tional  Iiistitr.te  of  Agricrtlture  in  Some. 

Reports  of  weather  conditions  for  the  planting  of  the  new  crop 
have  "been  favoraole,  on  the  whole,  since  the  "beginning  of  the  planting 
season.     Changealle  weather  lias  delayed  planting  and  germination,  hut 
hxas  not  harmed  the  crop.     The  water  supply  in  "both  Upper  and  Lower 
Egypt  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  season.    An  increase  in 
cotton  area  is  expected  according  to  official  and  unofficial  reports. 
A  trade  estimte  dated  April  10  placed  the  area  at  ahout  2,000,000 
acres,  hut  more  recent  reports  indicate  that  it  will  prohahly  he  ahout 
10  per  cent  more  than  last  year's  area  or  ahout  1,800,000  acres.  Upper 
Egypt  and  the  no-rthern  districts  of  the  Delta  will  prohahly  shov/  the 
largest  increases  in  area.     The  area  in  Lower  Egypt  planted  to  cotton 
of  the  Upper  Egyptian  variety  is  reported  to  he  larger  than  last  year. 


CORIT 

Corn  acreage  in  Italy  is  estimated  at  3,756,000  acres  compared 
with  3,707,000  a.cres  last  year.     This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  50,000 
acres.     In  Czechoslova^.ia  the  corn  acreage  is  estimated  at  395,000 
acres  conrpeTed  with  403,000  acres,  a  slight  decrease  from  last  year. 

ELAX 

Planting  of  flax  in  the  Irish  Free  State  is  progressing  well 
and  an  increased  acreage  is  expected  though  the  acreage  figures  are 
not  yet  available.     Elax  is  being  harvested  in  Egypt  and  the  results 
appear  better  than  was  ezcpected. 

SUG-AEBEETS 

An  increa,se  in  sugarbeet  acreage  is  expected  in  Czechoslovakia 
though  figures  are  not  yet  available. 

RU3SL4IT  CROP  PROSPECTS 

Tlie  Economic  Life  of  Lb  scow  estimates  winter  cereal  acreage  in 
Russia  to  be  5.7  per  cent  larger  than  la.st  year.     Previous  reports 
showed  a  4  per  cent  increase.     An  increase  of  12  per  cent  in  spring 
seedings  is  expected,  but  it  is  still  too  early  for  definite  figuxes 
from  Russia. 
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WOHLL  LIVESTOCK  SITUATIOIT 

Reports  received  fron  a  f e-,?  Saropean  coantries  ^nich  patlish 
estimates  of  the  nuirlier  of  livestock  in  recemoer  or  January  indicate 
that  the  numbers  are  increasing  steadily,  although  not  yet  up  to  pre-nar 
in  the  case  of  cattle  and  smne.     Sheep  sho"  increases  over  pre-war 
nuiahers  in  Jorir.cny,  Latvia,  and  Roa^nania.    Ro'jir.ania,  also  shovrs  increases 
over  the  pre-t7ar  period  in  cattle  and  s-7ine,  probably  due  to  an  abundant 
supply  of  feed  stuffs. 

Pastures  and  meado77S  in  the  loT7er  sections  of  Hungary  are  still 
under  water  and  de-"-elopment  even  in  places  free  from  TJater  is  greatly 
retarded.    Dae  to  the  long  !7inter,  supplies  of  forage  are  I017,  but  are 
expected  to  last  till  the  nevr  crop  is  available.     In  general,  the  condition 
of  the  lives-Gock  is  satisfactory. 

Although  the  December  estimate  for  France  has  not  yet  been  received 
it  TTTiii  probably  shot;  an  increase  over  last  year.    Reports  indicate  that 
meat  consomption  has  increased  in  France,  and  it  is  difficult  for  produc- 
tion to  keep  pace  vith  demand.     Svane  production  is  on  the  decrease. 

In  the  Netherlands  fodder  crops  are  someT7hat  retarded  by  cold 
weather,  and  the  cattle  are  late  in  being  turned  to  pasture. 

Lambing  is  \7ell  advanced  in  England,  Vfales,  and  Scotland,  and 
the  fall  of  lambs  has  been  about  average.    There  has  been  little 
grass  for  the  eues  and  many  have  been  short  of  milk,  mth  the  result 
that  lambs  have  not  made  very  good  progress.    As  a  rule,  ho\7ever,  the 
lambs  are  healthy.    On  the  \7h0le  both  cattle  and  sheep  are  healthy. 
In  Ireland  pastures  became  very  bare  during  March  and  it  Tr7as  necessary 
to  carry  fodder  to  out-lying  cattle.    Cattle,  though  healthy,  fell  off 
in  condition  durin^.  the  month,  and  many  are  rather  lean.     Improvement  in 
the  pig  trade  is  said  .to  be  inducing  farmers  to  retain  more  so\/s  for 
breeding. 

The  weather  has  been  favorable  in  Argentina  and  all  livestock 
are  in  good  condition.    Foot-and-mouth  disease  is  ■  airays  present  in  this 
country,  and  nobody  gets  alarmed  over  its  appearance. 

The  exceptionally  dry  season  in  Nevj  Zealand  has  been  a  great  dra-r- 
back  to  sheep  farmers.     It  has  prevented  the  fattening  of  a  large 
proportion  of  the  hea^rj-  crop  of  lambs  and  the  lambs  carried  over  ^^dll 
be  greater  than  usual.    The  carry-over  of  lambs  i.7ill  result  in  the 
total  numbers  of  sheep  shoring  an  increase  on  April  30,     There  vas  an 
increase  of  nearly  SbO.OOO  in  laso  year's  returns  over  1S22,  but  those 
figures  practically  represent  the  decreased  output  of  frozen  mutton  and 
lamb  in  I923  as  compared  --'ith  the  previous  season. 

High  prices  for  wool  and  a  reluctance  to  further  expand  cattle 
production  is  stimulating  a  demand  for  sheep  in  Australia, 
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Of  particular  interest  to  American  exporters  of  pork  products  is 
the  decrse  of  the  breach  Tenartnent  of  Agriculture  on  April  Ibth,  author- 
izing until  SepteirfDer  1,  the  trial  importation  of  frozen  pork  from 
the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  Brazil,  and  Uruguay,  through  the 
ports  of  Ilavve,  Bordeaux  and  Marseilles,  rhere  it  rill  he  inspected  for 
trichina.    This  accion  removes,  at  least  temporarily,  the  last  remaining 
prohihition  on  the  importation  of  American  pork  products  into  foreign 
markets,  certain  restrictions  imposed  by  the  United  Kingdom  end  the 
Netherlands  having  been  lifted  during  the  past  two  years. 

Frospects  for  the  developm:ent  of  a  considerable  volume  of  export 
trade  in  fresh  pork  seemx  to  be  distinctly  favorable  as  a  result  of  the 
new  regflation,  provided  it  continues  in  effect  after  September  1, 
France  is  one  of  the  few  countries  in  Western  Europe  which  has  not  yet 
regained  its  prev/ar  poi-k  producing  status.    Perhaps  more  significant, 
however,  is  the  fact  that  French  pork  production  appears  to  have  fallen 
off  nearly  20  per  cent  in  1323,  as  compared  T;ith  the  previous  year^ 
while  other  European  countries  without  exception,  as  far  as  can  be  as- 
certained,  increroed  their  production  over  1922.    France,   as  a  result 
of  these  ccnditicns,  has  been  increasing  rapidly  her  imports  of  both 
fresh  and  frozen  pork  during  the  past  three  years.     Imports  of  fresh 
^nd  frozen  beef  have  also  riaen. 

l\fet  imports  of  fresh  and  frozen  pork  amounted  to  only  about  six 
million  pounds  in  1*^^21,  but  rose  to  26  million  in  1922  and  to  hS  million 
during  the  past  year^    In  I913  they  amounted  to  but  3  million  pounds. 
Imports  of  beef  reached  II6  million  pounds  in  1921,  fell  to  73  m.illion 
in  1922,  but  rof^e  to  I25  million  in  I923.    This  trade  in  1913  totaled 
onlj'  5  million  pounds. 

Competent  French  observers  attribute  the  increasing  imports  to 
both  decreased  domestic  production  and  to  a  tendency  toward  greater 
consuTiption  of  meat.    French  producers,   it  is  stated,  have  been  finding 
it  more  profitable  to  devote  their  attention  to  other  products,  and 
are  not  making  a  real  effort  to  build  up  hog  production.     V/hile  this 
situation  may  be  a  temporary  cne,   the  policy  of  the  Government  in 
recent  m.onths  in  lowering  duties  on  imports  of  food  products,  .and  in 
this  instance,   in  removing  a  barrier  against  foreign  pork,  will  hardly 
be  likely  to  imt)rove  the  production  situation.     The  increased  consumption 
of  meat  is  a  comirion  tendency  noted  in  practically  all  European  countries 
since  the  war. 

The  realization  by  France  in  a  large  way,  as  a  result  of  the  war, 
of  her  ambition  to  become  more  of  an  industrial  nation  will  have  no  small 
effect  upon  her  demand  for  food  products  from  abroad.    Meats  will  be  one 
of  the  most  important  items,  and  the  recent  upward  tendency  in  the  pork 
trade  may  well  foreshadow  even  greater  dem.and. 
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For  many  ye&rs  practically  the  n'orld's  supply  of  nitrates  came 
from  Chile,  the  e:-:ports  in  1S13  amounting  zo  alDout  3vOOO,OCO  short  tons. 
While  1913  '■''ss  not  the  record  year  for  Chile,  the  experts  were  ahout 
the  peak  heccuse  during  no  similar  period  ^vere  exports  more  tlis.n 
300,000  'cons  in  excess  of  I913  exports.     Since  the  TOr  exports  have 
fallen  off  due  largely  to  increased  production  of  nitrogenous  fertilizer 
and  of  fixed  nitrogen  in  the  larger  importing  countries.    Exports  during 
1923,  hc^ever,  were  much  larger  than  for  the  years  immediately  preceding 
which  shows  some  ten3.ency  on  the  part  of  Chile  to  regain  her  pre-v/ar 
position. 

'There  has  heen  a  distinct  change  in  the  Chilean  nitrate  trade 
since  the  war.     According  to  Chilean  export  figures  nearly  half  of  the 
1913  exports  were  to  the  United  Kingdom.     It  appears  from  the  English 
figures  that  such,  quantities  were  not  imported.     This  is  explained  "by 
the  fact  that  shipments  consigned  to  English  firms  were  entered  in 
the  Chilean  records  as  e:.rports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  whereas  most  of 
these  consigri2ients  Vv^ere  diverted  to  other  ports  oefore  arriving  in 
England.     This  e>rplanatxon  is  further  horn  out  hy  the  item  "Eor  orders" 
which  appears  in  post  war  fig-ares. 

i'Jet  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  were  not  more  than  lU5,000  short 
tons  in  1913»  i^ermany  was  the.  largest  purchaser  of  Chilean  nitrates  with  the 
United  States  a  close  second.     Since  the  war,  hy  far  the  largest  e:cports  of 
Chilean  nitra.te  have  Leen  to  the  United  States. 

iJet  imxports  of  nitrate  .of  soda  for  the  various  countries  indicate 
that  the  large  ccnBUiiiers  are  the  United  S^cates,  France,  and  the  Hether lands, 
whereas  in  I913  ^'^^  rank  was  Germany,  United  States,  France,  Belgium,  and 
United  Kingdom, 

POTaSH. 

Exports  of  Potash  from  Germany  are  in  various  forms  which  make 
it  difficult  to  add  rhem  together  on  a  comparable  iDa.sis.     Germany  and 
Alsace  (France)  are  the  only  e;.-porters  of  potash,  and  aside  from  small 
quantities  produced  in  the  United  States,  Spain,  Eritrea  and  Tunis, 
they  supply  the  world.     The  quantity  ercported  froa*.  Alsace  shows  large 
increases  since  I92I,  and  prohahly  moro  Alsatia.n  tha.n  German  potash 
is  now  exported.     Of  the  Geman  e:cports,  the  largest  item  comes  to  the 
United  States  with  the  United  Kingdom,  in  second  pla.ce. 
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PHOSPH/lTES 

Tunis,  the  United  Stptes,  and  Algeria  ejiport  pbosp'aates  in 
large  quantities.     T'ae  I523  export  x:.£iares  for  T-inis  are  not  yot  available, 
"but  in  1922  they  ?/ere  nearly  three  times  as  largo  as  e:-:port,3  I'rom  the 
United  States,  and  anounted  to  2,3^2,000  short  tons.     In  I913  the  exports 
in  short  tons  -ere:     Tunis  2,1&8,000,  United  States  1,530,000,  an.d 
Algeria  ^;-83,OOC. 

Prance  and  Italy  are  the  tro  larces-  importers  of  natural  phos- 
phates,  importirg  in  I323  1,5+55,000  short  tons  and  yU^.OCO  short  tons, 
respectively.     In  1913  the  largest  importer  V7as  uerniany.     The  figures 
in  a;iort  tons  vmre:     Germany  1,016,000,  France  l.OlU.OOO,  United  Kingdom, 
591.000,  Italy  579.000. 


SUIPEATE  OF  /JvMOUIA 

The  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  no?/  lead  in  the  experts 
of  sulphate  of  airnonia,  and  Germany  "by  the  I923  e^rports  shows  a  tendency 
to  "become  a  seriovis  competitor.     In  I913  the  United  Kingdom  was  the  only 
outstanding  exporter. 

Suliohate  of  ammonia  is  in  demand  for  fertilizer  in  the  Orient, 
particularly  in  Japan.     Imports  into  China  are  said  to  "be  increasing,  though 
the  figures  are  not  availa"ble,     France  and  Belgium  are  the  important 
European  importing  countries. 


GUAli'O  Am)  QTKEES 

Guano  h^s,  until  recent  years,  heen  an  important  item  in  the 
fertilizer  supply  of  the  United  States,  most  of  wkich  has  heen  imported 
from  Peru.     Since  1921,  hov/ever,  the  imports  h^ve  heen  relatively 
unimportant.     In  I923  they  were  so  low  as  to  "be  classed  with  "all  other" 
fertilizer. 

2onus  and  "bone  dxist  are  imported  into  the  United  States  from 
Argentina  and  are  used  :n  fertilizer  production.     .Bone  imports  reached 
52,000  tons  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  I923,  and  judging  'ty  the  first 
nine  months,   they  will  exceed  that  figure  for  I32U,

Mr.  Eimely's  estimate 
is  an  increase  of  95.000  short  tons  over  the  estimate  made  "by  Guma  Mejcr 
as  piolished  in  last  veek's  issue  of  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  According 
to  Willett  and  Gray,  the  total  production  of  the  95  centrals  which  had 
finished  grinding  on  May  10  amounted  to  1,928,337  short  tons  compared  with 
1,604,306  short  tons  for  the  sam.e  centrals  during  the  1922-23  campaign. 
These  centrals  produced  1-1. 7I4  pir  cent  of  the  total  crop  Icost  season. 
Should  these  centrals  produce  the  same  proioortion  of  the  present  crop, 
it  would  indicate  a  "cotal  production  of  ahout  lt,600,000  short  tons. 

Y;illett  and  Gray  report  the  total  Cuoan  sugar  pi'oduction  of  all 
centrals  up  to  May  10  to  be  14,200,000  short  tons  as  compared  with 
3,770,000  short  tons  at  the  same  date  last  year.

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FERTILIZERS . 

International  trade  in  fertilizers  was  greatly  disturhed  during 
the  war.     Germany,  a  heavy  im.porter  of  Chilean  nitrates,  ceased  import- 
ing.    The  German  and  Alsatian  supply  of  potash  was  cut  off.     The  efforts 
at  producing  nitrogenous  fertilizers,  fixed  nitrogen,  and  potash  in  the 
importing  countries  helped  to  relieve  the  sit-jiation,  hut  the  use  of 
fertilizer  in  smaller  Tqua^ntities  affected  the  yields  per  acre  in  some 
countries.     The  trend  of  yields  per  acre  in  England,  Denmark,  France,  and 
Germany  show  distinctly  lower  level  "beginning  in  the  war  period.  This 
trend  now  shows  a  tendency  to  correct  itself. 

Germany  and  Alsace  again  supply  the  world  with  potash.  Chilean 
nitrate  is  "being  consumed  in  larger  quantities  diiring  the  last  few  years, 
hut  other  sources  are  now  supplying  nitro,;5enous  fertilizers  in  increasing 
quantities.     It  is  estimated  that  in  1922  Chilean  nitrates  made  up  only 
about  one-fourth  oi  the  world's  consumption.
